HUNGARIAN PHEASANTS 


WILL BE DISTRIBUTED 


The distribution of 12 pairs of Hun­ 
garian pheasants which will be place*] 
in this vicinity within the next two 
weeks ha* been .entrusted to N. L. 
Reich, this city, who will place tour 
pairs on each of three farms near 
Salem, one of which ii that of Will­ 
iam Burns, southwest of the city, the 
others to be chosen later. 
The farm­ 
ers are to care tor and feed the 
birds for two or three week#, when 
they will be given their liberty, and 
allowed to proposal. 
It is hoped 
that in case of severe weather the 
birds will return to their temporary 
quarters, where the farmer will feed 
them when necessary, and will be re­ 
munerated by the state Ash and game 
commission. 
The bird* are secured 
through C. E. Hudson, game warden, 
of Alliance, who will get 60 pairs for 
Columbiana county.
